KENTUCKY LEGISLATURE. 

The Legislature met jesterday. 

In the Senate, ^YM. B. Bi,.\CKnuu\, Esq., 
of Wood ford, was elected Speaker. J. Stone- 
street, Clerk, and. B. R. Pollard, .Vssistant 
Clerk, were both re-elected. 

For Sergeant-at-Arms, John Buford, 17; 

Davidson, 13. L. Batchelor was elected 
Doorkeeper. 

In the House of Representatives, John L. 
flEi,.M, Esq., of Hardin County, was elected 
Speaker, cn the first ballot. For Helm, .'ll ; 
Chas. A. VVickliire, 40. For Clerk, Thomas 
D. Helm, 71, Samuel Tevis, '2'2. Joseph 
Gr.ay as Sergeant-at-Arms. and W. B. Hole- 
man as Doorkeeper, were both re-elected. 

At 15 minutes p.asi 12 o'clock, the I.ieu- 
tenant and Acting Governor communicated 
to both Houses, the following — 
,llESS*t€irj: 

Fellow Citizens of the Senate. 

and House of Representatives: 

■< In calling you together a few days sooner 

'1 than the period fixed by law for your annual 
meeting, 1 was impelled by a de<ire to pre- 
vent the loss which would result to the com 
monwealth and to the stockholders by the 
termination of the corporate powers and pri- 
vileges of the first Bank of Kentucky. Those 
powers and privileges, except for your in- 
terposition, will cease by lapse of time after 
the thirty-first of the present month; and 
should such an event happen, just doubts are 
. entertained whether they could be revived 
by an act of legislation, so as to enable the 
^ Bank to collect the large amount of debt still 
due to it. The interest of the state in that insti- 
tution, amounts to about thirty-five thousand 
dollars — that of individuals to a much greater 
■sum; and considering the amount and impor- 
tance of those interests, it was supposed that 
.no difference of opinion would exist as to the 
ipropriety of continuing its functions, <=uch a 
reasonable length of time, as would afford an 

■ opportunity for the closing of its concerns 
iwithout sacrifice to the stockholders. 

If the time for legislative action should be 
too limited for the maturity of a plan neces- 
Jiary for that purpose, I would recommend a 
resort to a temporary law. to expire during 
' the session, at a period sufficiently protracted. 

to enable you to adjust the details of some 
•• final measure, with such caution and delib- 
eration as will. adapt it satisfactorily to the 
legislative will and judgment. 

Before 1 proceed to solicit vour attention 
to the topics which will be presented to vou 
in this communication. I avail mvstdf of the 
occasion to congraiulato you on the unexam 
pled prosperity of the comtnon wealth, and to 
.express in the most solemn m.jiiner, in the 
, name of the people of Ke ntucky, our thank- 
ful acknowledgments to the Soverign Iluler 
of the Universe, for the bountiful dispensa- 
tions of His providence and rare. With the 
exception of those occasional visitations ofth.at 
relentless epidemic, which sweeps, like a pes- 
.tilence, whole communities before it, the 
general health of the country has been good. 
Favored with a soil and climate, adapted to 
almost every variety of production, our fel- 
low citizens hsve found during the past year, 
ample rewards for all the proceeds of their 
labor; and so strong arc the encour.igements 
offered to successful industry, in the daily in- 
creasi-ng facilities of commercial intercourse. 

■ and the high prices realized for our exports 
iin the neighboring n|kkeis, that a generous 

ambition everywhere prevails to enter the 
lists of competition with our sister states, in 
those great enterprises which are calculated 
to awaken and expand our domestic resour- 
ces, to facilitate our access to distant mar- 
kets, to strengthen the tics of the Union, and 
to advance the wealth, the happiness, and the 
^lory of our common country. You are not 
. -unaware, that at this peculiar crisis, the eyes 
of ©ur constituents are directed, with anxi- 
ous solitude, to us who have charge of the 
public welfare; and 1 hope 1 may be permit- 
ted to add, that from you. as their organs and 
representatives, much is expecteil. and that 
in your wisdom, watchfulness, and fidelity, 
great confidence is reposed. 

The policy adopted by the last legislature, 
of a general system of Internal Improve- 
I ment, was the result no less of an enlightened 
public spirit, than of just and enlarged views 
. of the wants and interests of the stale. Tlie 
cordial approbation with whicli it has b-’cn 
received by the people, furnishes the gratify- 
ing assurance of their cheerful concurrence 

■ in every measure which proposes the aggran- 
dizement of the commonwealth and the wcl- 

I fare of its citizens. The geographical po- 
sition and the commanding natural resources 
of Kentucky, seemed to leave to her politi- 
cians and statesmen no excuse for timidity 
or indifference in the great business of im 
proving her internal condition. If the ex- 
portation of our surplus products was neces- 
sary to our prosperity — inasmuch as every 
portion of the state was not furnished with 
natural channels of communication — it could 
UjioiJ: Jong remain a problem whether the peo- 



ple would require of their lawgivers to cre- 
ate facilities which nature had denied to 
them. Here, within our own borders, were 
to be found in profuse abundance, the ele- 
ments of individual wealth and polilicial 
greatness. But they were to be developed 
■ 'and expanded. An interior state, surrounded 
1 1 by active and flourishing communities, them 
■ selves engaged in the construction of great 
j commercial highways, we also required arti- 
. ficial outlets to market and facilities of inter- 
communication. if we would compete success- 
fully wilU our enterprising neighbors. 

Tile work of iinproveiiieiit has been commenced 
under the most favorable auspices, and I offer you 
my congratiilati.in« on ihe prospects that are now 
opened upon us. In surveying the consequences 
to result from the prosecution of the system, the 
first consideration that presents itself is, that an 
identity of interest and of feeling will not fail to 
spring from the conne.xion of the various ;>arts of 
the state with each other, when a general diffusion 
of the means of social and commercial intercourse 
shall have taken place. To promote that identity 
of interest and feeling, is one of the first of our 
political duties. It cannot he dounted that those 
conflicts of local interest whirdi have been witness- 
ed for years in our state legislation, have had the 
effect to foster sectional jealousies and prejudices 
unfrienrllv to the general wellare. The energies 
||of a state ■ire never ni'iri! succes-fullv e.xeried, 
l|than when til"' are (tropellcd by the concentrated 
lop e ot puhhe ■ipint'in to ttie attaintnent of some 
great design. It is therefore of the utmost conse- 
quence, that a spirit of uni'>n,of harmony and con- 
ciliation should be cherished among our fellow-cit- 
izens and characteiize air legislative councils; and 
to accomplish that object nothing is more ellica- 
cious thati a liberal poliev which, by harmonizing 
the interests of the several jiarts, will conduce to 
the welfare of the whole. Another peculiar merit 
of a general plan of improvement is, that it iti- 
cludes within the range of its benefits everv sec- 
tion of our territory The near — the intermediate 
— the remote — all are alike embraced; and still an- 
other is, that it tends to cqitalize the condition i>f 
the people by creating common avenues to ctiter- 
prize and adventure — and by a free di.ssemination 
of commcp'ial advantages, wherebv the markets of 
the country are rendered available to all. 

Considera' ions like these would seem to he suf- 
ficient III themselves to recommend it, if any re 
commendation were uece.ssary, to the continued 
confidence and support of an enlightened communi 
ty. But they are tiot all. Abundant as are the re- 
sources of Kentucky, whether we regard her agri- 
cultural or mineral wealth, her commerce or her 
manufactures, and however high may bo her claims 
to present prosperity, the action of the system of 
Internal Improvement up iti her subsisting interest 
will contribute t'l their speedy maturity and almost 
indefinite expansion, — while in those portions of 
tile state, where c.ipital is limited, wdiore popula 
lion is sparse, wdiere cotnuiercial facilities are 
rare, and where a ■■■■irdingly few iuduceuionts exwt 
' nore thin •irdinary indusiryand enterprize. I'lie 
comuicnccuietil of a new itra will ne ro'-ognize I, 
the imp >r’ ace 'if whicn will be felt in the (level >o 
111 uit of hetr sinuibering energies and res'cir'-es; in 
the vig, irons impulse that will be given i > ind.isiri- 
j ms pursuits, ind in the necessarv teiideiicv of those 
'Mil suits to the mulliplicaiioti of the conveniences 
;:if ife, and the acqui.sition of wealth. The salu- 
tary operaiions if the system have alreidv been 
lexetnplified, where' er the benefits of good roads 
Jiave been exteti lod, oy the enl irgcineii' of trade, 
jthe vast increase and celerity of transp.irlation and 
I travel, the enhaticcd value of real estate, and a cor- 
respotiding accession to the public revenue. These 
facts, when we consider how very partially tlvise 
'jbenefiis h ive been thus fur diffiseil, owing t i the 
limited extent to which iiiijirovemcnts h ive b ten 
[Carried, will .serve to animate icir ze il, and stre ig li- 
en our confidence in the entire success and iiimer- 
sal accept.ince of the system, — while the sligli'cst 
reference to what rem iinstobe 'lone, vrill convince 
us all, that a wide and lU'iUng field of public iise- 
fulnrss lies open bef irc us. 

Till' etnarters of the tiirii|)ike companies 
cont.iiti no provisions requiring the progress 
of the works ■ to be reported to this depart- 
tnenl. I am unable, therefore, to communi- 
cate any cx.k;I olficial information concern- 
ing the most ol them. Several important 
ro.iils, however, ha e during the year been 
put under contract, .itid the hu«ines- of im 
provement has been ste.adily progressive. 
The road from the city of Louisville to Bards- 
town is nearly cotnpleted; atid great credit 
is due to the enterprizitig I’rcsident atul .\lati- 
agers of that Company, (or the energy and 
zeal with which the work has been carried 
oti. On the litie of road from I'rankfort. 
through Lawrenreburgh. I larrodsburgh and 
Stanford, t . the Crab Orchard, the Boards 
of Internal I mprovemetit in the respective 
counttes. !iaV'' been actively etigaged; six 
mil' s .itid a hull of the road have been fin- 
ished ill Viiderson; about twenty miles have 
been put under contract in .Mercer, and a 
great portion in Lincoln. I regret that no 
successful movement has yet been made to 
take the stock for that portion of the road 
yyhich lies in Franklin. From the cliarac 
teristic public spirit of the citizens of that 
county, much is expected, and I flatter my- 
self tliat another year will not be permitted 
to elapse, before the subscription is taken. 
The road is in progress from Lexington 
through Nicliolasville. Danville atid Lancas- 
ter in the direction of the Grab Orchard, and 
the first tyvelve miles is completed and put in 
u<e. That portion iVliich has been completed 
has been constructed in the best manner, and 
|iis an admirable specimen. The roads from 



j Lexington to Georgetown, and from the same 
city to Winchester, .are entirely under con- 
tract, and it is expected yvill be ready for use 
during the coining year. The company who 
have charge of the road from Lexington to 
Richmond, have. I believe, not deemed it ne- 
Icessary to do more for the present season, than 
to have the proper surveys executed. But 
the stock has been taken, and there can be no 
doubt, that biddings for the contracts will be 
opened during the present winter, or early in 
the spring; from Frankfort to Georgetown, 
and from hVankfort to Versailles, both roads 
arc in progress, the former wit!i commendable 
diligence; but the prosecution of the latter, 
which would prob.ably have been finished in 
[the month of October last, was niatcrially in- 
jterrupted by the ravages of the cholera in 
Versailles during the summer. The stock has 
been subscribed for a road from Augusta, 
through Cynthiana to Georgetown, and the 
company will commence its operations at the 
commencement of the next season. From 
Louisville to Elizabeth by the mouth of Salt 
River, a portion of each extremity of the road 
has been contracted for, and of that part adja- 
cent to Umisville, several miles have either 
been constructed or will shortly be. In con- 
nexion with the latter road, a subscription has 
been taken, under the amended charter of the 
last session, for twenty miles of turnpike — ten 
in each direction from Bowlinggrcen. The 
company has been regularly organized, but no 
application has yet been made for the State’s | 
subscription. Early measures, yvill. without 
doubt, be adopted for the commencement of 
the work; and inasmuch as it is parcel of the 
great leading route from .May'sville to Louis- 
ville, and from the latter city' to Nashville, the 
example, it is confidently believed, will not be 
without its influence in superinducing other 
movements of a like kind, as connectinif links 
of the same important higliw.ay. A road has 
also been undertaken from .S'icholasville to 
Perry ville through Ilamodsburg, and the great- 
er portion of the stock Ins been subscribed. 
From Perry ville it is believed, it will be con- 
tinued through Washington county and Leba- 
non, to intersect the main road from Louisville 
to the Tennessee line, — or it may be the inter- 
est of the citizens of Green and Barren, to 
give it a lateral direction, while the more direct 
route to some convenient jicint of intersection 
with that from Louisville, will still be left open 
to the enterprize and miinificeiu’e of those 
whose interests would be effected by its diver- 
sion. Turning our attention to the north-east- 
wardly part of the State, a company has been 
formed to make a road from Owingsville in 
Bath county, tQ the great Sandy Rivmr, to 
connect with the Virginia Turnpike. Owing 
to the absence of the proper material and the 
conseipient impracticability of constructing a 
,.\IcAdam turnpike, it is proposed to grade the 
iroad to a level of from two to three degrees, 
'and elevate the centre of the grade, with such 
:an inclination on either side, as will prevent 
;the water from standing on it. The intermix- 
iture of sand and gravel with the soil, over 
Iwhich a great part of the road will pass, will 
|furnish an excellent substitute for the stone 
linaterial. Such a plan, although certainly lia- 
ble to some objectii'iis, is nevertheless, the 
|only one that can be resorted to in many 
{counties in the state, and is, therefore, adop-

ration. In some of the counties alluded to. 
■and especially in the county of Daviess, where 
there is the same dearth of stone, the experi- 
ment has been m.ade with entire success. The 
jrequisite .amount of stock has been taken by 
lindividuals for a road from Bardstown to 
Springfield, in Washington county, and the 
contracts for commencing it will be let as soon 
as the necessary surveys can be made, and 
the route selected. 

In submitting the preceding rapid, and in 
many respects, imperfect view of the progress 
of our improvements, I llatter myself you will 
participate with me iu the enjoyment which 
so gratifying an exhibition of the public spirit 
jof our fellow citizens alfords. But however 
jgratifying. it is only a partial exhibition. F rom 
;the contemplation of examples so full of en- 
icourageincnt and expectation, so replete with 
jthe most beneficial results to the whole length 
jand breadth of the commonwealth, so emso 
nant with the character of the people whose 
confidence it is our highest honor to share, 
your attention will be powerfully attracted by 
other movements of so high an order, as to en- 
title them to be classed with the most extraor- 
dinary conceptions of this extraordinary age. 

In my last annual communication I took oc- 
casion to allude to the project of a Rail Road,j 
then only in its inception, which was designedj 
t(.» connect Nashville, in Tennessee, witli the 
city of New Orleans; and to remark on the 
entire inutility of speculating upon the proba- 
ble .accomplishment of such astonishing enter- 
prizes. Since that time, speculation and sur- 
mise have been put to rest. The intended 
ro.ad has been surveyed either in whole or in 
part; a portion of it has been |ilaced under 
contract, and little doubt exists, that it will be 
prosecuted with the energy, as it will be sus- 
tained by the capital, necessary to command 
success. 

Another scheme no less imposing, .and pre- 
senting considerations of even greater magni- 



{ tilde to Kentucky, is now proposed, to unite 
the Ohio river with the Atlantic ocean by a Rail 
Road of se ven hundred miles in extent, termin- 
ating at the city of Charleston in S. Carolina; 
.and from the manifestations of public favor 
with which it was received, flattering assu- 
rances are deduced of the earnest and deci- 
ded concurrence of the states through which 
it will pass in its immediate construction. In 
every .aspect in which these subjects can be 
regarded, it has been deemed proper that your 
early attention should be called to them. A 
moment's reflection cannot fail to satisfy the 
most inattentive observer, of the vast and a- 
biding stake which the citizens of Kentucky, 
of the whole West and South, and of the na- 
tion a* large, have in the completion of those 
interesting projects. Viewed as the channels , 
of commerce and of intercommunication be- 
: tween the states, the most sanguine calcula- 
; tions must fall short of the reality, in estima- 
ting the amount of pecuniary interest involv- 
ed by them: viewed in connexion with the fu- 
, ture grandeur of our state, they challenge our 
; hearty co-operation ; anil when we regard 
1 their influence on the permanence of our insti- 
' tutions, on the safety, the repose, and the per- 
; petuity of the union, we feel ourselves by one 
' spontaneous impulse, discarding names and 
j distinctions derived from local or geographical 
I positions — -surmounting every ' consideration 
;of pecuniary benefit, and preparing to take 
part in their accomplishment with the ardor 
and the patriotism of American citizens. The 
policy of uniting the various parts of our wide- 
ly extended confederacy, by ties of social and 
commercial intercourse indissoluble as the el- 
ments of which they consist, is manifestly impor- 
tont to all the purposes of international wealth 
and prosperity: but its importance becomes at 
once conspicuous and inestimable, from its 
connexion with the higher object of preserv- 
ing the integrity of its parts. Of .all calamities 
which threaten or can befal our country, it is a 
conceded point, that nation.al dismemberment 
is the most dre.adful in anticipation, as it would 
be unquestionably, the most fatal in its effects. 
While the means of averting it arc under our 
control, not to avail ourselves of them, would 
bo to prove that we are faithless to the highest 
.and most sacred of political obligations, to the 
memory of our ancestors, to the interests of 
posterity, and to the great cause of human 
liberty throughout the earth. 

The part which it would be most proper 
for the people of Kentucky to take in the 
prosecution of these great works, it would, 
perhaps, be premature at this crisis to antici- 
pate. Ido not, therefore, deem it necessary 
to recommend any specific action. But in re- 
ference to the road from the Ohio river to 
Charleston, a convention of delegates has been 
proposed, and will meet, at some eligible point 
convenient to all the states interested, some 
time in the spring; and in that convention it 
is manifestly important that the interests of 
Kentucky should be represented. 

While such works are in contemplation, in- 
tended to unite us with other states, it is grat- 
ifying to observe that our citizens .are alive 
to the importance of similar enterprizes within 
our own borders. I derive much pleasure 
from having it in my power to inform you, that 
a company of public spirited citizens south ot 
Green river, h.as been formed to construct a 
R.ail Roarl from Russelville, through Elkton 
and Hopkinsville, to some eligible point on the 
Ohio and Mississippi river, and that surveys of 
several routes have either been completed or 
undertaken. A road of the same kind is also 
proposed from Russelville to the Tennessee 
line, in the direction to Clarksville, and some 
incipient movements have been made to ob- 
tain subscriptions of stock. The commence- 
ment of works, so comprehensive in their de- 
sign, in a section of the state so remote from 
the seat of its early settlement, cannot be re- 
garded with indifl’erence by any portion of the 
community, and indicating, ;is they do, the 
growing import.ance of that section in wealth, 
enterprize and population, they will receive, I 
am confident, at your hands, such encourage- 
ment as you deem it consistent with your 
views of good policy to bestow, 

I have received no report from the President 
of the Lexington and Ohio Rail Road Comp.a- 
nv of the progress of that road during the pre- 
sent year. It has been brought into the town 
of Frankfort, since my last address to the leg- 
islature, .and the survey has been executed of 
the intended route to the city of Louisville. I 
understand that the comp.any design proceeding 
with the remainder of the ro.ad without delay. 

The report from the Board of Internal Im- 
provement. w'hich will, in due time be laid be- 
fore you, will apprise you of its operations du- 
ring the past year. The surveys and exami- 
nations of the scver.al rivers w'hich have been 
m.ade under its direction, have not only con- 
firmed all preconceived opinions favour.able to 
the plan of slack w'ater improvement, but they 
have resulted, also, in disclosing the abund.ance 
of the regions w'atered by them, in iron, salt, 
co.al and lumber. The wealth of our moun- 
tains. .and the counties adj.acent to them, in 
those invaluable articles, is .an object of the 
deepest interest to a legislative body, anxious 
to contribute to the prosperiu- of the state, by 
unfolding all its resources of production and 
trade. Deprived by the operation of natural 
causes, of the benefits of commercial inter- 



course with other parts of the state, except 
when occasional freshets in the rivers furnish 
them with outlets, the citizens of the counties 
bordering on the mountains have labored un- 
der great difficulties, not only because few in- 
ducements could be presented to immigration 
and settlement, but because, also, their labor 
and industry do not receive that sure and suf- 
ficient reward which elsewhere awaits both, in 
the ready transmission and sale of their surplus 
products. 

In prewing, llicrefure, upon yonr notice, in the 
most earnest manner, the wants and the interests of 
the remote and exterior counties, I am led to do so, 
not alone from considerations relative to tlieir pecu- 
liar condition, but from a deep conviction, that 
while you relieve and assist them, you will confer 
benefits upon other parts of the community, by 
throwing into the markets the abundant resources 
I of their soil and industry — satisfying the demands of 
those markets now supplied by other states, vith 
domestic productions, of daily consumption and im- 
mense value, cheapened by competition. 

In view of such useful results, the appropriations to 
the Kentucky, the Sandy, tlip Licking, the Rock- 
castle and Cumberland rivers will be found to have 
been dictated by motives of sound policy, and will 

• receive, I do not doubt, yonr decided approbation. 

The importance of the navigation of the Kentucky 
river to the whole region of country tributary to it, 
requires no delineation from me. .'\s the only chan- 
nel of water communication with the Ohio, for a dis- 
tance of more than four hundretl miles, the benefits 
to result from such an improvement of its navigation, 
as will render it navigable, in all future time, every 
season of the year, may be pronounced, in one word, 
to be incalculable. Placed by the legislature in a 
position of great responsibility, as a member of the 
Board of Internal Improvement, 1 have deemed it 
incumbent on me to acquaint myself, by resorting to 
every available source of information, with the most 
efficient and successful mode of -uhserving the legis- 
lative intention, in the appropriation to the Kentucky 
river, proposed by the law forliiternal Improvement. 
The result has been, and I submit the opinion with 
great confidence to the test of your better judgments, 
that that river is susceptible of being made perpetu- 
ally navigable by loeks and dams, for steamboats of 
at least one huoilrod tons burthen, from its junction 
with the Ohio, to the mouth of the South fork, a dis- 
tance of two hundred and fifty miles. If 1 should be 
supported by you in this opinion, after you have ex- 
amined all the facts and estimates which will be 
presented by the principal engineer in his report, you 
will not fail to come to the conclusion, that a work of 
such magnitude and e.xtent, tributary to so many lea- 
ding and valuable interests, and involving so many 
considerations of great public utility, has never been 
accomplished aLaosmalla c.>m(>arati».= ""-s In tlic 
fiitt reliance that such will be your conclusion,! would 
advise that the necessary preparations be made for 
placing the work under contract, from the mouth of 
till Kentucky river to i'’rankfort, as early in the en- 
suing season as may be practicable. * 

DilTering from the Kentucky in many of its promi- 
nent characteristics, the Sandy river is not supposed 
either to require or to ho susceptible of the same 
species of improvement. From Ihe report of the 
assistant engineer, founded on a close and accurate 
examipation. it will be discovered that the obstacles 
to its navigation can be removed, at a cost less than 
has been generally estimated, so as to afford a safe 
navigation seven months in the year from the mouth 
of the main river, to Pikeville on the West fork, a 
distance of one hundred and ten miles. A just solici- 
tude is felt by the citizens of the counties in the vi- 
cinity of that noble river, to avail themselves of the 
advantages to be derived from its improvement. The 
ample resources of the country dependent upon it, 
and the enterprizing spirit ot the people, the im- 
practicability of profiting from the former, in the 
present unimproved condition of the river, and the 
consequent discouragements to the efficient display 
of the latter, give them high and imposing claimsup- 
on the munificence of the legislature, which, I trust, 
will not be disappointed. 

The report of Ihe United States’ engineer, who 
made the survey of the Cumberland rivef, will be 
submitted to you. from which you will discover that 
the condition on which the appropriation was made 
to depend for the improvement of that rivdr, has been 
complied with, (ireat advantage, I understand, has 
iattended the judicious application of the appropria- 
I tions heretofore made to it, and the interests of the 
j people ill that quarter will be greatly promoted by 

• the additional expenditure proposed by the law of the 
last session of the legislature. 

The report of the principal engineer of his exami- 
nation of the Rockcastle river, will put you in posses- 
sion of his views of the most salutary and efficient 
method of removing the impediments to its navugation. 
To that I refer you. (Considering the deprivation of 
commercial facilities to which the citizens of the 
counties bordering on that river are subjected, they 
present highly meritorious claims to your protection 
and patronage, which, I am persuaded, will be fully 
respected. 

In compliance with a resolution of the last gener- 
al assembly. I appointed a joint committee of six 
members of the present House of Representatives 
and three of the Senate, to visit and examine the 
public works now on Green river.

Two of the com- 
mittee met at the Falls of V'^ienna, on .Monday the 
7th of the present month, and were subsequently 
joined by such of the remainder who found it conve- 
nient ta attend. Their report will douhtles be laid, 
before you at an early day in the ses-ion. In the 
meantime I beg leave to say, as the result of my own 
personal enquiry and observation, that all practica- 
ble diligence has been used by the contractors to ex- 
pedite the works. 'I’lie necessary mtaerials of timber 
and stone were on the spot early'in the spring, and 
Ihe failure to complete the lock and dam at Vienna, 
the present year, is attributable to 'inavoidable caus- 
es, A year more remarka.'ole for Ihe frequency of its 
freshets, and the continuance of high water, is not 
within Ihe recollection of the oldest settlers on the 
river. The vigilance and intelligence of the commis-

I deem it my duty to invite your atten-| 
tion to a careful supervision of the law. 
for the Internal Improvement of the' 
State. Although the general principles 
and provisions of the law have met with, 
the most encouraging acceptation, yet, 
the restrictions which it imposes on the- 
powers of the board in the subscriptions' 
of stock can, perhaps, be relaxed or ta-j 
ken away without any detriment to puh-i 
lie interesis. Tlivoc rrstrivtions liovoi 
already been attended with some incon-| 
venienceand complaint, and may have 
the effect to check the progress of impor- 
tant works, in some instances, after they 
have been commenced, and in others 
when they have been prosecuted almost 
to completion. Other modifications will 
no doubt occur to you in the details of 
the law, calculated to impart a due de- 
gree of efficiency to a system, which, 
considering its permanence and impor- 
tance, cannot be too attentively matured. i 

While the view I am enabled to pre-' 
sent of the public finances, is strongly! 
indicative of the increased and increas-| 
ing resources of the Commonwealth, it' 
will nt the same time exhibit the necessi-l 
ty of relieving the treasury of those ex-j 
traordinary disbursements which have, 
hitherto hung so heavily upon it, and. 
which can with great propriety now be' 
transferred to other distinct funds. The' 
receipts into the treasury from all sources 
during the year ending on the 10th Oct. 
last, amounted to one hundred and nine- 
ty-one thousand four hundred and fifty- 
one dollars, eleven cents; and the expen- 
ditures for the same period, to the sum of 
two hundred and sixteen thousand, one 
hundred dollars, forty-five cents. In the 
latter sum, are included forty-four thous- 
and, sixty-six dollars, ninelv cents, ad- 
, vanced for the purposes of Internal Im- 
provement; and fifty-four thousand, nine 
hundred and fifty-six dollars, twelve cts. 
for other extraordinary appropriations 
made by the legislature of eighteen hun- 
dred and thirty three, and eighteen hun- 
dred and thirty-four. If those latter 
sums, amounting together to ninety-nine 
thousand, twenty-three dollars, two cts. 
are taken from the aggregate expendi- 
ture of the year, there would remain the 
sum of one hundred and seventeen 
thousand, seventy-seven dollars, forty- 
three cents, being the whole amount of 
ordinary disbursements for the support of, 
the Government. Deducting the latter 
sum from the amount of receipts into the’ 
treasury, exclusive of that portion of 
them appropriated by law, to purposes of 
internal improvement, there would re- 
main a balance in favor of receipts of 
forty-seven thousand eight hundred and 
fifty -three dollars forty-three cents. 

But a still more interesting fact re- 
mains to be adverted to. For the year 
ending on the 10th October, eighteen 
hundred and thirty-four, the revenue from 
taxation collected by the sheriffs, amount- 
ed to seventy-four thousand, one hun- 
dred and nineteen dollars, ninety-three 
cents ; while at the expiration of the year 
ending on the lOth October last, the same 
revenue amounted to one hundred and 
twenty-four thousand, nine hundred and 
forty four- dollars, twenty-four cents, 
showing an increase of the revenee de- 
rived from taxation in one year, of fifty 
thousand, eight hundred and twenty-four 
dollars, thirty-one cents.

Or shall we 
forget that in a republic, the sovreignly 
is in the people, and that it will cease to 
be secure, when it ceases to he enlight- 
ened? The truth, which Ihe necessary 
answers to these questions imply, is too 
plain and familiar to require illustration 
— and I shall content myself with the 
most earnest commendation of the ob- 
ject referred to, to your care and atten- 
tion, promising to afford every facility in 
my power, to its full accomplishment. 

In my address to the legislature at the 
commencement of the last session, I 
deemed it my duty to advert at some 
length to the interesting relation that sub- 
sists between the judicial department and 
the people, and to the necessity of so ad- 
justing the system as to secure to the 
bench the most competent qualifications. 

To enlarge, in this place, on the same 
subject, would be to reiterate the views 
then suggested, the propriety ef which I 
have since had no reason to doubt. Ev- 
ery day’s experience serves to convince 
us of the value that is justly attached to 
an enlightened judiciary; and brought as 
it is into immediate contact with the most 
invaluable rights and interests of the 
citizen, the propriety of securing the 
great object alluded to, by any necessa- 
ry ameliorations of the present system, 
is submitted, as it legitimately belongs, 
to you as the organs of the public will. 

My attention has of late been drawn 
to a donation of rare and valuable books 
which wore made several years ago, by 
the English Governmonl to Transylva- 
nia University, consisting of seventy-four 
folio volumes.
